he Association‘of Chambers of Com-

Consular representatives for the develop- 
ment of British trade abroad, The Cham- 
bers of Cardiff, Hull, Leods, Barrow-in- 
Furness, Newport, Edinburgh,. Bradford, 
*| Batley, atid Blackburn hava Forwarded: re- 
gonmendations for huproving .our trade 
abroad,_to whieh Lord Salisbury re; at 
greut length through Mr Curzon. ne 
-{ following ure extracts from Mr Curzon's 
lettor, dated Foreign Oflice, August 7th, 
1898, and addrussed to Mr Fithian, the 
Seeretary of the Clambers of Commerce :— 
“Sir,—I am, directed by the Marquess 
of Sulisbury to acknowledge the receipt of 
your letter of the 16th ullime, enelosing 
summary. of the views uf the Chambers of 
Commerce. on the general question of 
official assistance to persons, engaged in 
commercial enterprise abroad,. and on the 
subsidiary.question of the sufliciency of the 
instructions which have {ros time to time 
hoon issued by this Department to her Ma- 
jesty's Diploinatis und Consular Officers in 
regurd to that subject. Tt is gratifying to 
Lord Salisbury. to find that, on tho whole, 
tho commurcial community of this coun- 
try recognine thatthoir reasonable recuire- 
munts are met by thé present instruction, 
which they haye now hul an opportunity of 
examining, and thit ib is only to. fow 
minor politsof? detail that they deem it 
necessary to call attention.
